This would be 
about $2 apiece for every man, wo- 
man and child in San Francisco, and 
at that rate Richmond’s quota would 
be something like $656,000, but 
Richmond is not a rich city like San 
Francisco, and cannot go as strong 
proportionately. There are many 
millionaires in the big bay metropolis | 
who can afford to donate a thousand 
dollars each, but Richmond is a 
workingman’s town, a wage-earning 
town, and probably $10,000 would 
be a fair amount to expect to raise 
here, or maybe a little less even 
than that. ‘

ships, and ¢$600,000,000 has been

tional Defense Council as the sum 
to be made immediately available to 
80 ahead with the plan. 

Every manufacturing plant capa- 
ble of making aeroplanes, seaplanes 
and other types of aircraft is to be 
speeded up to utmost capacity, and 
it is expected that in a few months 
the country will be turning out many 
hundreds of them every day.
